To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Boston  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Reports  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1957.  During  this  period  my 
predecessor.  Dr.  W.  G.  Smeaton  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  this  report  deals  with  matters  which  arose  while  he  was  still  in  office. 
In  view  of  this  I shall  confine  my  remarks  to  comments  on  the  statistics 
presented. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  various  tabulated  figures,  the  health  of  the 
district  continues  to  remain  satisfactory  and  the  vital  statistics  given  on 
the  following  pages  compare  favourably  with  those  issued  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  once  again  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  that  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  total  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  largely  due  to  an 
outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  With  a total  of  905 
cases,  this  was  the  highest  number  that  had  occurred  in  the  Rural  District 
for  several  years.  The  only  other  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  any 
great  numbers  were  Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  7 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year  and  no  deaths 
occurred.  More  progress  was  made  in  respect  of  the  poliomyelitis  vac- 
cination campaign  and  413  children  were  immunised.  Further  comment 
has  been  made  on  this  subject  later  in  the  report. 
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It  would,  I know,  have  been  Dr.  Smeaton’s  wish  to  thank  the  Chair- 
man and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  consideration  and  support, 
the  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  continued 
help. 

I should  like  to  add  my  own  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  the  assistance  given  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  to  call 
the  Council’s  attention  to  the  wide  range  and  large  quantity  of  important 
technical  work  here  described,  which  is  carried  out  unobtrusively  by  the 
staff.  For  them,  there  is  no  spectacular  success  but  only  the  satisfaction 
of  ill-health  and  possible  epidemics  prevented  and  dangers  overcome.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  both  the  Council  and  the  public  will  appreciate  the 
true  value  of  their  work.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

In  the  following  comments  on  the  Vital  Statistics  both  the  crude  birth 
and  death  rates  are  given  together  with  the  rates  after  adjustment  by  the 
Comparability  Factors.  These  factors  have  been  supphed  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  and  are  intended  to  afford  a means  of  adjustment  to  allow  for 
the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in  different  areas. 
Consequently,  the  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  enable  a more  accurate 
comparison  to  be  made  with  the  corresponding  rates  in  other  areas. 

It  is  also  emphasised  that  undue  significance  should  not  be  attached 
to  rates  which  are  based  on  very  small  numbers  {e.g.  infant  mortality) 
and  that  a comparison  of  such  rates  with  those  in  other  areas,  or  with 
earlier  years  may  have  little  statistical  significance. 

POPULATION  : 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  home  population  for  the 
mid-year,  22,090  shows  an  increase  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year 
which  was  21,870.  The  number  of  births  for  the  year  exceeded  the  number 
of  deaths  by  114. 

BIRTHS  ; 

A total  of  366  live  births  (192  males,  174  females)  were  registered 
during  1957.  This  figure  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  16.6  and  an  adjusted 
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rate  of  16.4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  an  increase  on  the  rates  for 
1956  which  were  15.0  and  14.9  respectively.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1957  was  16.1 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  17  (10  males,  7 females) 
which  is  4.6%  of  the  total  live  births.  The  total  illegitimate  live  births 
in  1956  was  12. 

STILL  BIRTHS  : 

There  were  3 still  births  registered  (1  male,  2 females)  giving  a still 
birth  rate  of  8.1  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births,  as  compared  with 
29.5  in  1956.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1957  was  22.4. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  : 

There  were  no  deaths  under  this  heading  in  1957. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  : 

There  were  9 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (5  males,  4 
females),  the  resulting  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  being  24.6  as 
compared  with  30.4  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1957  was  23.0. 

The  total  number  of  infant  deaths  under  4 weeks  of  age  was  8 (4  males, 
4 females)  giving  a death  rate  of  21.9  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared 
with  21.3  in  1956. 

DEATHS  FROM  ALL  CAUSES  : 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  allocated  to  the  District  after  deduction 
of  those  occurring  in  non-residents  and  addition  of  deaths  of  residents 
which  occurred  outside  the  District  was  252.  The  resulting  crude  death 
rate  of  1 1.4  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  adjusted  rate  of  10.0  show 
an  increase  on  the  corresponding  rates  for  last  year  which  were  10.2 
and  9.2  respectively. 

The  figure  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  1957  was  11.5.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 

Advantage  has  again  been  taken  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Lincoln.  Samples  of  ice  cream  and 
water  have  been  regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Laboratories  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene, 
London,  have  continued  to  carry  out  chemical  examinations  of  water 
samples  on  behalf  of  the  Department. 
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Samples  of  effluents  from  the  Council  Housing  Estates  sewage 
works  have  been  examined  by  the  Department’s  Public  Health  Inspectors 
using  a Field  Testing  Outfit. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE  : 

This  service  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Holland  County 
Council  through  the  County  Transport  Department. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  AND  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 
SERVICES  : 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Holland  County  Council. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS  : 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  provision  and 
administration  of  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  is  delegated  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council. 

The  treatment  of  Scabies  and  similar  complaints  is  carried  out 
at  the  Cleansing  Station,  London  Road,  Boston,  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  : 

The  home  nursing  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

HOSPITALS  : 

All  Hospitals  in  the  area  are  under  the  control  of  the  Boston  Group 
Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board.

A total  of  1,128  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were  reported  as  occurring 
in  the  District  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  379  in  1956. 

This  substantial  increase  was  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  peak  being  reached  in  March  and  April 
when  484  notifications  were  received.  In  all  905  cases  were  reported 
as  compared  with  55  in  the  previous  year  and  402  in  the  last  epidemic 
during  1955. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  increased,  97  cases 
being  reported  as  compared  with  30  in  the  previous  year. 

A decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Chicken  Pox  resulted  in  81  cases 
being  notified  as  compared  with  180  in  1956. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  complete  absence  from  the  Table  of  cases 
of  Dysentery. 
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POLIOMYELITIS  : 


During  the  year  7 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  (5  Paralytic,  2 Non-Paralytic) 
were  confirmed  in  the  district.  Four  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Frampton 
area,  three  being  members  of  the  same  family. 

Investigations  revealed  that  the  majority  of  the  cases  lived  in  houses 
in  which  sewage  disposal  was  by  means  of  primitive  vault  closets.  The 
family  in  which  there  was  a heavy  infection  were  living  in  a caravan 
which  was  over-crowded  and  had  completely  inadequate  facilities  for 
washing  and  drainage. 

As  a result  of  the  heavy  infection  associated  with  the  children  who 
attended  Frampton  School,  arrangements  were  expedited  for  the 
installation  of  hot  water  and  improved  toilet  facilities  in  the  school. 

When  the  Council’s  schemes  for  improved  sewage  disposal  are 
completed  it  will  be  a valuable  step  towards  the  prevention  of  this  serious 
infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  183  visits  in 
connection  with  investigation  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  and 
1 disinfection  was  carried  out. 


TUBERCULOSIS  : 


Cases  notified  within  the  Rural  District  come  under  the  control 
of  Dr.  A.  M.  Forrest,  Chest  Physician,  South  Lincolnshire  Area.

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TREATMENT  OF  SCABIES  : 


Facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  persons  requiring  treatment  are  provided 
by  the  Holland  County  Council,  the  cost  of  such  treatments  in  respect 
of  persons  other  than  school  children  being  charged  to  the  District 
Council.  Should  medical  practitioners  request  treatment  for  patients, 
details  of  notifications  are  immediately  passed  to  the  County  Council 
thus  ensuring  that  infected  persons  receive  early  treatment. 

No  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported  in  the  District  during  the  year. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  :

These  figures  are,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory,  but  epidemics 
could  again  occur  if  the  proportion  of  immunised  children  fall  below  the 
critical  level.  Immunisation  is  free,  safe  and  simple  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
all  parents  to  ensure  that  their  children  have  the  protection  it  affords.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS  : 

413  children  were  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  is  four  times  the  number  vaccinated 
in  the  year  1956.  Supplies  of  vaccine  became  more  plentiful  during  the 
year  and  two  further  age  groups,  namely  children  born  in  the  years 
1955  and  1956,  became  eligible  for  vaccination  in  addition  to  those  bom 
in  the  years  1947-1954  inclusive.  Vaccinations  can  be  done  either  by 
the  family  doctor  or  at  one  of  the  local  health  Clinics  and  again  it  is 
free  and  safe.  Epidemics  of  this  disease  occur  from  time  to  time  and 
parents  are  advised  to  take  full  advantage  of  this  service.

Number  of  Moveable  Dwellings  licensed  . . . . . . 47

The  Council’s  Caravan  Site  at  Saundergate  Lane,  Wyberton  continues 
to  serve  a useful  purpose  as  temporary  housing  accommodation. 

Licences  for  caravans  are  renewed  annually  on  the  1st  July,  except 
for  those  caravans  on  the  Council’s  site.  All  vans  are  inspected  to  ensure 
the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act  are  satisfied  before  licence 
renewal  is  recommended. 


DRAINAGE. 

In  the  parish  of  Wyberton  482  properties  are  now  connected  to  the 
main  sewers  and  8 properties  on  the  line  of  the  sewers  are  not  connected. 

In  the  parts  of  Fishtoft  parish  which  have  been  sewered  517 
properties  are  connected  and  50  properties  on  the  line  of  the  sewers  are 
still  not  connected. 

The  sewage  from  the  Council’s  Dennis  Estate  at  Kirton  and  the 
Upsall  Road  Estate  at  Butterwick  continues  to  be  discharged  into  open 
lagoons  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  provide  one  additional  lagoon 
for  the  Dennis  Estate. 

Following  a public  enquiry  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  at  the  Council  Offices  in  January,  1957,  approval  has 
now  been  given  for  the  Kirton  and  Frampton  Sewerage  Scheme  to  proceed, 
and  it  is  hoped  work  will  commence  on  this  project  in  1958. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

A weekly  service  for  the  removal  of  household  refuse  is  now  in 
operation  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Council’s  District.  The  remaining 
part,  about  one  fifth,  has  a service  which  averages  8 to  9 days  between 
collections. 

The  improvements  in  the  service  have  been  effected  primarily  by 
the  bringing  into  use  of  the  second  Fore  & Aft  tipper  vehicle  in  June  last 
and  by  re-allocation  of  the  areas  served  by  each  vehicle.  In  addition, 
maintenance  periods  on  the  vehicles  no  longer  hold  up  the  service  as  this 
work  is  now  carried  out  after  normal  working  hours  and  also  one  of  the 
older  vehicles  which  was  withdrawn  from  regular  service  has  been  reno- 
vated and  made  available  as  a spare  for  use  when  breakdowns  occur. 
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The  Fore  & Aft  Tipper  vehicles  have  proved  most  satsifactory, 
particularly  for  use  in  the  built-up  areas,  and  the  greater  holding  capacity 
reduces  the  time  taken  in  travelling  to  and  from  tips  during  the  day. 

Unsuitable  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  household  refuse  have 
been  reported  at  a few  premises.  No  formal  action  has  been  taken  to 
enforce  the  provision  of  proper  bins,  but  the  people  concerned  have  been 
asked  to  co-operate  voluntarily  and  in  most  cases  this  approach  has  been 
successful. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  5,000  tons  of  refuse  was  collected  and 
-disposed  of  during  the  year.  Disposal  is  by  tipping  into  pits  or  on  areas 
of  very  low  lying  land  made  available  for  this  purpose  in  various  parts 
of  the  District. 

The  Weirs  tip  at  Butterwick,  started  in  May,  1956,  is  proving  most 
useful  for  a considerable  part  of  the  northern  district.  A few  complaints 
of  fly  nuisance  from  this  tip  were  received  but  these  were  quickly  dealt 
with.  A more  serious  position  arose  from  heavy  fly  infestation  at  the 
Silt  Pit  at  Wyberton  where,  in  spite  of  every  effort  to  control  the  nuisance, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  tip  and  cease  tipping  during  the  summer 
months.  Fortunately  it  was  possible  to  divert  all  tipping  from  this  area 
to  the  Meers  Lane  Tip  at  Kirton  which,  because  of  its  comparatively 
isolated  position,  remained  nuisance  free. 

A number  of  tradespeople  and  farmers  requested  permission  to 
dispose  of  refuse  on  the  Council’s  tips.  Every  effort  was  made  to  assist 
these  people  but  in  a few  instances  waste  materials  were  placed  on  the 
tips  without  permission  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  notice  boards  have  been 
erected  prohibiting  this. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  known  instances  of  unauthorised 
persons  sorting  and  removing  materials  from  the  tips.  In  one  case, 
the  police  instituted  proceedings  against  three  persons  found  removing 
a metal  sand  channel  from  a Council  tip  and  the  persons  were  convicted 
and  fined.  Warnings  were  given  in  other  cases. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  approximately  £1/5/3^/ 
per  house  and  the  cost  per  bin  per  collection  6\d. 

SANITARY  PAIL  EMPTYING. 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  two  vehicles,  each  with  a driver  and 
two  assistants.  The  number  of  premises  taking  advantage  of  the  service 
remained  more  or  less  constant  until  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year  when 
a commencement  was  made  on  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water 
borne  sanitation  at  a number  of  Council  dwellings.  These  conversions 
are  continuing  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  number  of  pails  requiring 
to  be  emptied  will  be  considerably  reduced  during  1958,  thus  making  it 
possible  to  cut  down  on  the  labour  force  for  this  service. 
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As  a result  of  the  example  being  set  by  the  Council  in  this  direction 
it  may  prove  less  difficult  to  persuade  owners  of  private  property  with 
pails  to  convert  to  water  closets. 

The  interval  between  emptyings  has  been  maintained  at  5 days  with 
very  few  exceptions  such  as  delays  caused  by  Bank  Holidays. 

Disposal  of  the  pail  contents  continues  to  be  by  composting  with 
straw  at  points  suitably  sited  on  both  sides  of  the  District.  One  particular 
farmer  who  avails  himself  of  this  matter  for  composting  into  manure 
has  increased  his  number  of  “pans”  and  two  other  farmers  have  made 
points  available  for  compost  “Pans”.  The  position  at  the  present  time  is 
that  disposal  arrangements  are  adequate  and  it  appears  that  the  manurial 
value  of  this  product  is  being  more  widely  appreciated. 

It  has  now  been  found  possible  to  include  the  rounds  previously 
served  on  Saturday  mornings  into  the  other  weekdays,  so  that  vehicle 
maintenance  can  be  carried  out  on  Saturdays  by  the  drivers,  leaving  the 
labourers  free  for  other  work  such  as  tidying  up  tips,  etc. 

The  approximate  cost  of  the  service  per  house  was  £2/14/0^/  and 
the  cost  per  house  per  collection  \0d. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

Two  vehicles  are  employed  full  time  on  this  service.  A third  vehicle 
is  in  reserve  for  use  if  required  when  one  of  the  other  vehicles  is  under 
repair  or  when  the  demand  for  the  service  is  particularly  heavy. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  of  this  service  consists  of  emptying 
cesspools  and  desludging  the  sewage  disposal  plants  at  the  Council 
Estates  and  some  schools.  A small  number  of  vaults,  cisterns,  etc.,  is 
dealt  with  on  a chargeable  basis. 

A free  cesspool  emptying  is  given  to  each  dwelling,  on  request,  once 
in  18  months.  Other  emptyings  are  charged  at  £2  per  dwelling  and  at  a 
rate  of  £1  per  hour  with  a minimum  of  £2  for  premises  other  than 
dwellings. 

Because  of  special  drainage  difficulties  existing  at  certain  Council 
dwellings,  additional  emptyings  after  the  free  service  are  charged  on  the 
Council’s  Housing  Account  at  a rate  of  10/-  per  load  of  effluent  removed.

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It  was  hoped  that  it  would  by  now  have  been  possible  to  reduce  the 
period  between  free  emptyings  from  18  months  to  12  months  ; a change 
which  would  be  welcomed  by  many  who  find  their  drainage  systems  will 
not  function  properly  for  the  longer  period  without  additional  emptyings 
and  are  thus  called  upon  to  meet  the  charge  for  the  additional  services. 
However,  the  Council  decided  that  the  time  was  not  yet  opportune  to 
take  this  step. 

The  demand  for  the  service  continues  to  increase.  The  main  reasons 
for  the  increase  are  as  follows.  The  majority  of  new  houses  being  built 
by  private  enterprise  have  cesspool  type  drainage;  conversion  from  pails 
to  water  closets,  welcome  as  it  is  from  a health  point  of  view  and  for  the 
relief  afforded  the  pail  emptying  service,  tends  to  increase  the  number  of 
cesspools  and  the  more  frequent  need  for  emptying  old  ones  ; the  extension 
of  the  list  of  areas  mentioned  earlier  where  occupiers  are  allowed 
emptyings  as  necessary  without  payment;  last,  but  still  very  important, 
the  increasing  delay  caused  to  the  vehicles  in  negotiating  that  terrible 
traffic  congested  mile  from  London  Road  to  South  Street  on  their  way 
from  the  South  of  the  District  to  the  disposal  point  at  Mount  Bridge  depot. 

The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  still  continues  to  be  a problem. 
Occasionally  it  is  possible  to  dispose  of  this  matter  on  land  made  available 
by  farmers,  but  experience  shows  that  it  is  unwise  to  take  advantage  of 
this  facility  unless  the  land  is  reasonably  firm  and  even  as  a number  of 
back  axle  troubles  are  now  believed  to  have  been  caused  by  travelling 
over  uneven  field  surfaces.  The  majority  of  effluent  is  still  deposited  into 
the  sewers  of  the  Borough  of  Boston  and  it  is  felt  necessary  here  to  repeat 
the  warning  in  previous  reports  that  in  the  event  of  the  Corporation  of 
Boston  withdrawing  permission  to  use  their  sewers  for  this  purpose  the 
position  would  be  extremely  grave. 

During  the  year  1379  premises  were  given  a free  service,  390  premises, 
mostly  Council  houses,  were  visited  on  a chargeable  basis  and  all  15 
Council  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  were  desludged  at  approximately  7 week 
intervals. 

SALVAGE. 

Salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  household  refuse,  trailers 
being  drawn  by  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  for  this  purpose.  Generally 
speaking  the  public  are  very  co-operative  in  making  waste  materials 
available  for  collection,  though  some  lack  of  thought  by  the  inclusion  of 
articles  such  as  dead  chicks,  razor  blades,  broken  glass,  floor  sweepings, 
wire  and  so  on  in  cartons  of  waste  paper  or  rags  causes  a lot  of  unnecessary 
work  and  some  danger  for  the  sorters  in  the  Depot. 

In  February,  the  Council  entered  into  contract  with  a Bradford 
firm  for  the  disposal  of  collections  of  paper  salvage  and  collection  and 
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payment  arrangements  have  proved  more  satisfactory  than  with  the 
previous  agent.  Prices  for  paper  salvage  have  remained  steady  during 
the  year  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  prices  obtainable  for  rags  and 
bagging  fell,  so  these  materials  are  being  held  in  stock  pending  an  im- 
provement in  prices  offered.

GENERAL. 

All  cleansing  vehicles  are  garaged  in  the  Council’s  Depot.  The 
refuse  and  pail  collection  vehicles  are  washed  weekly  and  serviced  once 
fortnightly  by  the  drivers  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Council’s 
mechanics.  Cesspool  emptying  vehicles  are  washed  and  serviced  every 
other  week. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  January, 
1956,  about  85%  of  the  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District  have  been 
visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  very  few  cases  did  the  premises  comply  in  every  respect  with  the 
Regulations,  but  after  discussions  with  the  Inspectors  the  occupiers  of 
many  of  these  premises  carried  out  works  necessary  to  bring  their  estab- 
lishments up  to  a reasonable  standard.  There  are  however  a number  of 
traders  who,  in  spite  of  numerous  visits  by  the  Inspectors  and  requests 
both  verbal  and  written,  have  made  no  attempt  to  comply  with  the 
Regulations.  It  may,  in  some  of  the  more  difficult  cases,  be  found  necessary 
to  institute  proceedings  in  order  to  get  work  done. 

The  problem  of  the  country  bakehouse  is  particularly  difficult 
as  many  of  the  occupiers  are  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  carry  out 
structural  alterations.  A remark  is  frequently  made  by  bakers  that  their 
profit  margin  is  so  small  that  they  are  not  able  to  accumulate  sufficient 
capital  to  finance  extensive  alterations  of  their  premises  and  equipment. 
Nevertheless  the  financial  commitments  of  the  occupiers  of  these  particular 
premises  should  not  be  allowed  to  over-rule  the  vital  interests  of  Public 
Health. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


The  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  were  inspected  regularly  during 
the  year  and  generally  speaking  they  were  well  maintained.  The  slaughter- 
house premises  at  Benington  referred  to  in  previous  reports  is  in  regular 
use  although  a licence  has  still  not  been  issued. 

The  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered  for  butchers’  meat  is  very 
high.  Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  a 100%  inspection  of  the  animals 
slaughtered,  though  this  is  achieved  only  by  the  two  Inspectors  working 
outside  normal  working  hours,  sometimes  till  as  late  as  10  p.m.  Odd  sheep 
killed  at  unusual  times  are  not  always  inspected. 

The  amount  of  time  spent  on  meat  inspection  bears  no  relation  to 
the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  as,  if  all  the  slaughtering  were  to  be 
carried  out  at  one  central  point,  one  Inspector  could  easily  inspect  the 
whole  of  the  meat  in  half  a day  each  week. 

The  problems  in  a rural  district  are  the  distances  to  be  travelled  to 
reach  the  various  slaughterhouses,  in  this  area  the  two  furthest  are  seven- 
teen miles  apart,  and  the  different  times  slaughtering  takes  place  to  suit 
the  commercial  convenience  of  the  butchers.

OTHER  FOODS. 

Two  tins  of  Ham,  weighing  10  lbs.  and  10  lbs.  14  ozs.  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  destroyed. 
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FOOD  POISONING. 


Three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  confirmed  in  the  District  during 
the  year,  two  of  the  patients  being  members  of  the  same  family.  It  was 
not  possible  to  recover  any  suspected  food  for  examination,  but  from 
samples  of  faeces  the  infecting  agents  were  revealed  as  Salmonella  Typhi- 
murium  and  Salmonella  Bredeney. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  establishment  in  the  District  which  comes  under 
this  heading.  This  is  a licensed  Knackers  Yard  where  animal  matter  is 
processed,  producing  fats  and  manures. 

Complaints  have  been  received  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  the  year  concerning  this  business.  The  main  cause  for  complaint 
appears  to  be  the  effluvia  emitted  from  the  factory  chimney  together 
with  an  excess  of  smoke. 

One  of  the  problems  attached  to  this  particular  factory  is  that  at 
the  time  the  business  was  commenced  many  years  ago,  very  little  residential 
property  existed  in  the  area  surrounding  it.  Today  however  the  factory 
is  almost  ringed  by  housing  estates,  with  a hospital  and  a school  also 
quite  close. 

The  occupier  of  the  factory  is  fully  aware  of  the  position  and  every 
effort  has  been  made  by  him  to  maintain  the  premises  in  a reasonable 
condition  bearing  in  mind  the  nature  of  the  business.  To  ensure  as  little 
nuisance  as  possible  from  vermin  the  Council’s  Rodent  Officer  visits  the 
premises  weekly  at  the  request  of  the  management. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council’s  Rodent  Control  Officer  made  1,180  surveys  of  property 
in  connection  with  possible  infestations  of  rats  and  mice.  These  surveys 
were  of  private  dwellings,  business  premises  and  some  agricultural 
premises.  All  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  tips  and  the  pail  contents 
disposal  points  were  visited  weekly  and  treated  when  necessary.

INSECT  PEST  CONTROL. 

Minor  infestations  of  insect  pests  were  dealt  with. 
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STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT,  PETROLEUM 
SPIRIT  MIXTURES  AND  CARBIDE  OF  CALCIUM. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  appointed  Petroleum 
Officer  for  the  Council’s  District. 

With  the  introduction  by  the  Home  Office  of  the  Model  Code  of 
Principles  of  Design  and  Construction  of  underground  petroleum  storage 
tanks  and  the  construction  of  can  stores,  the  Council,  after  due  consider- 
ation, decided  to  adopt  the  Model  Code  in  principle  with  the  exception 
that  at  certain  types  of  premises,  e.g.  isolated  farms,  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit  in  underground  tanks  be  directly  into  the  earth  and  not 
constructed  with  a brick  or  concrete  chamber  as  laid  down  in  the  Model 
Code. 

As  a result  of  a preliminary  meeting  of  the  petroleum  officers  in 
the  Holland  and  Kesteven  areas  of  Lincolnshire  regarding  the  Model  Code 
it  is  possible  that  some  alteration  may  be  made  in  the  near  future, 
concerning  the  installation  of  underground  tanks  in  order  to  obtain  some 
uniformity  of  practice  in  these  areas.
